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WHY NOT TELL THEM?

here are benefits to be gained by 
each of us through fellowship with 


men in our own profession. The 
working together toward a common goal, 
the exchange of ideas and the discussions 
of common problems, the challenge to 
develop wider skills and expanded knowl- 
edge, only by this close association can 
we keep pace with our rapidly moving 
profession. By membership in a dental so- 
ciety, in our case the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, this “togetherness” can be achieved. 
Of course, to benefit the most from 
this association with our professional col- 
leagues through membership in the Soci- 
ety, it is necessary for each of us to use 
our membership to the fullest. This in- 
cludes, especially, attendance at Society 
meetings, and in order to keep our Soci- 
ety growing, why don’t you make a seri- 
ous effort to bring to the meetings any 
eligible men whom you might know who 
are not members. Tell them just what the 
Society is doing for its members.

Probably our proudest possession is our 
Code of Ethics. Each Society member is 
bound by a code of personal and profes- 
sional conduct which protects the dentist 
and the patient from all who attempt to 
victimize the public. In fostering the Code 
and requiring adherence to it, the Society 
is performing a function the State im- 
poses upon it in return for its lawful char- 
ter. This insures that dentistry in your

DENTAL PRACTICE ACT 
AMENDMENT UPHELD 


The Illinois Supreme Court, acting on 
an appeal of a dissolution of a temporary 
injunction suit brought on March 17th 
by Eugene E. Cordak doing business as 
A. B. Dental Plate Laboratory, et al, vs. 
the Reuben Donnelley Corporation, et al, 
by Judge Walker Butler, sustained the 
trial court’s decision and the validity of 
the amendment to the Dental Practice 
Act. 

To refresh your memory, this was the 
amendment which limited the listing of 
dental laboratories in classified sections 
of telephone directories to name, address, 
and telephone number, such listing to oc- 
cupy no more than the number of lines

This amendment was passed during the 
1959 session of the Legislature and 
through it the box type of advertisements 
which now appear in our classified sec- 
tions will be illegal and eliminated. 

Mr. John Porter, attorney for the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society, has notified all 
telephone publishing firms as well as tele- 
phone companies who are involved in 
classified advertising in Illinois, asking 
their cooperation. 

This is the second time that the Act 
has been sustained by the Supreme Court 
and we look for some more effective law 
enforcement.—E. Ebert.
